Judge Parker, devoted his speech to 
Republican extravagance and.to the 
campaign fund raised for President 
Roosevelt by 4.

He said under President Roosevelt 
39,000 new officeholders had added $70,- 
000,000 to the national expenditure. The 
result had been increased taxation, 
which the Republican party had so 
manipulated through the tariff as to 
‘build up the giant fortunes which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt denounced.

Glandular Growths Often 
Cause Incorrigibility, St. 
Louis Educators Find. 





Dr. James Stewart, physician of the 
St. Louis Board of Education, agrees 
with Dr. W. H. Maxwell. Superintend- 


ent of Schools of New York City, that 
adenoid, or glanduiar, growths in chii- 
dren’s throats are often the cause of 
incorrigibllity and truancy. ~ 


“A boy who seems to the teacher to 
be bad and unmanageable is often mere- 
ly nervous,”’ said Dr. Stewart Wednes- 
day. “Growths in the throat are a 
fruitful cause of nervousness and irri- 
tability in children. 

“Principals are instructed to -have 
troublesome children examined, to find 
whether such causes exist. In ‘cases 
where I find some ailment or physical 
defect that may explain the child's un- 
tuly way, I recommend treatment to-the 
parents. ae 

Removal Simple Matter. 

“The removal or reduction of Arritat- 
ing growths in the child’s throat is 
usually a simple matter. A number of 
children who have been treated in this 
manner have given no further trouble 
to teachers. 


“The effect of poor eyesight on the 
character and disposition of the child 
also is a matter that has been receiv- 
ing much attention in recent years. 
Many children show great improvement 
in behavior after their eyes have been 
cured by treatment, or defects correct- 
ed by gilasses.”’ 

New York dispatches stafe-that Supt. 
Maxwell, in a talk to 100 principals at 
the De Witt Clinton High School, said: 

“When a child is incorrigible, do not 
send him to the disciplinary schools off 
hand. Have his throat examined by @ 
Health Department physician. You will 
find that in many instances this incor- 
rigibility and truancy can be traced to 
adenoid growths in the throat.. 

“‘No pupil should be sent to the school 
for) discipline until he has been tried 
out in two schools, and then I want 
such @ one examined by the Health De- 





partment physicians, before he is sent.”

COLLAPSES AS I 
GOES TO KAISER 


Parseval Balloon Drops to 
Housetop in Forest, Just 
Clearing Lake. 








BERLIN, Sept. 16..—WhiJe racing with 


the Gross balloon toward Dobritz, where: 


Emperor William was waiting to view 
the spectacle, the great Parseval .air- 
ship, one of the largest in the world, 
buckled in the air this morning in a 
squall and dropped into the Gruenewald 


forest, near Beriin, just clearing.a lake. 
The five passengers of the craft alighted 
without injury. 

Both airships started out this. morning 
between 8 and 9 o'clock, with the object 
of seeing which could reach Dobritz in 
the shortest time. 

They faced a light breeze, which fresh- 
ened quickly until it was difficult for 
the balloons to make headway against 
it. When the Parseval ship was cross- 
ing the Halen Sea it was struck by a 
squall and the cigar-shaped, flexible bag 
began to show signs of trouble. 

Lands on Roof of House. 

Then the interior balloonettes half col- 
lapsed and the machine started slowly to 
come down after the motor rod broke 
and ripped a hole in the balloon. It 
cleared the waters of the lake and land- 
ed on the roof of a house. 

Maj. von. Parseval and his four com- 
panions then alighted without harming 
themselves and neichbors brought lad- 
ders to them. 

Maj. Gross, whose balloon is of the 
semi-rigid type, fared somewhat better, 
but half an hour later, when near Pots- 
dam, he saw he was losing headway 
against the wind and returned to his 
station at Tegel. 

Have Made Good Records. 

Each of these balloons has made mag- 
nificent endurance runs within the last 
week. The Parseval stayed up for 13 
and the Gross for 114 hours. 

The accident to the Parseval is the 
second serious aeronautic accident that 
has befallen Germany of late, the loss 
of Count Zeppelin’s airship being the 
other.

There is little 
doubt that when the will is read it will 
be found that a considerable proportion 
of the wealth will go to Miss Guilia or 
Julia Morosini, and that she will then 
be one of the richest unmarried women 
in America. 

Miss Julia was the banker’s favorite 
daughter and Has been the head of his 
household since the death of his wife 
some years ago. She has been a noted 
woman because of her gowns and her 
horsemanship. She has been called “The 
Best Dressed Woman in New York,” a 
title she earned by expending from $100,- 


1000 to $200,000 a year for gowns, shoes, 


gloves and other accessoriés. 

She defended her apparent extrava- 
gance by saying that she could afford 
it and she felt that sie was doing great 
good when she spent money for clothes 
because nine-tenths of the amount ex- 
pended went to workers in various parts 
of the world and that her expenditures 
instead of being wholly for selfish 
reasons were a part of her philanthropic 
work. .

Miss Morosini has been an exhibitor 
at the Horse Show for several years, 
often appearing in the ring with her 
own thoroughbreds. She was an ex- 
pert whip and equestrienne and was 
known to all visitors at the great an- 
nual society event. Sne won many blue 
ribbons and cups which adorn the Moro- 
sini home at Riwerdale, near Yonkers. 

In speaking recently about her ex- 
penditures for clothing Miss Morosini 
said that her shoes cost her $2000 a year, 
as she wears 4 pairs and pays $50 a 
pair for them. Her gloves cost her Kaif 
as much and handkerchiefs were as ex- 
pensive as gioves. She said that she 
always gave her gowns away after 
wearing them a few times. 

Banker Leaves Five Children,

Cabrera of Guatemala 
Showed Ingenuity. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 16.—Accord- 
ing to reports brought by officers of 
the steamer City of Para, an attempt 
was made recently upon the life of 
President Cabrera of Guatemala by 
means of an infernal machine. Accord- 
ing to the information obtained the 
would-be assassins connected the ma- 
chine with a telephone in the Presi- 
dent’s room in such a manner that it 
would explode when the connection was 
made. 

Answering a call, President Cabrera 
was flung from his chair against the 
wall by a deafening explosion and was 
almost stunned.

Five Salvadoreans were arrested on 
suspicion of being implicated in the 
plot, but were reprieved after their ex- 
ecution was ordered and were placed 
aboard the Para which conveyed them 
to Acajulta.

Thomas Moragosch Points to 
Vingo Kinschter ts Man 
Who Shot Him.

While her husband, Thomas Mora- 


gosch, is dying in the City Hosp‘tal, 
Mrs. Carrie Moragosch is in the Clay- 
ton Jail with Vingo Kinschter, with, 
whom she departed from St. Louis a few 
hours after her husband was found, 
wounded by six bullets, near the city 
limits. 

With scarcely a breath left in his al- 
most lifeless body, Moragosch ra‘sed 
himself on his hospital cot Wednesday 
and gazed at his wife and Kinschter, 


who were taken there by the police after 

being arrested In East St. Louis. 
Pointing to Kinschter he said: “Him 

the man. Him the man. He shoot me.” 


Lared to Deep Wood. 

There is little chance that Moragosch 
will recover to tell the story of how he 
was shot by the man whom he believed 
to be his friend. So far he has been 
able only to tell that Kinschter, who 
boarded with the Moragosch family at 
2710 Papin street, shot him six times 
after luring him to a deep wood on the 
Watson road, in St. Louis County. 

According to his discennected state- 
ment, Kinschter volunteered to obtain 
a position for him in a factory. They 
left home early Friday morning. 

A few hours later, when they were 
in the wood, Moragosch says, Kinschter 
suddenly turned on him, drew a revolv- 
er and fired two shots into his chest. 


bullets were fired Into his back and two 
into his head. . 
Wounded, Walked a Mile, 

He staggered to a farmhouse nearly a 
mile away, and from there he was taken 
to the City Poorhouse tn a wagon. After 
emergency treatment he was removed 
to the City Hospital. 
At 5 p. m. the same day Kinschter 
and Mrs. Moragosch were seen walking 
east in the railroad yards. They never 
returned to the Papin street house. 

Tuesday night they were found in a 
lodging house in East St. Louls. The 
proprietor was surprised when he learn- 
ed that they were not man and wife. 

There is some question as to the name 
of the wounded man. Some call him 
Markovitch, but others of his country- 
men have told tke police that the cor- 
rect spelling of the name is Moragosch. 
He is 4 years old and a native of 
Austria. 

Warrants charging Kinschter and Mrs. 
Moragosch with assault to kill have 
been issued. by Justice Stobie.

Prof. Aaron Watkins, candidate for 
Vice-President of the United States on 
the Prohibition ticket, told 200 of his 
followers at 804 North Sixth street, 
Wednesday, not to vote as they pray. 

‘If you do you will vote with your 
eyes shut,” he said. “Vote as you 
think.”’ 

Prof. Watkins condemned both Bryan 
and Taft as friends of the liquor traf- 
fic. He said there are but two ways 
of dealing with the saloon—one to let 
it live arid the other to let it die. 

“I am in favor‘of treating it like a 
rattlesnake,’’ he said, ‘“‘but cutting its 
tail off right back of the head. I have 
never yet seen a regulated saloon. The 
more you regulate them the higher 
toned they get, but they all sell the 
same kind of stuff. 

Breaking Away From Old Parties. 

‘‘People fre breaking ‘away. away 
from the old parties. The way to make 
Prohibition win is to vote for its can- 
didates. The Populists polled 1,000,000 in 
1892, and four years later all the Dem- 
ocrats were Populists. If we poll a big 
vote this year it wil not be long till 
millions vote our ticket. 

Bryan made speeches against Prohi- 
bition in Nebraska 18 years ago and 
Taft wanted to reimburse the liquor 
men for their losses in the San Fran- 
cisco earthquake, but he didn’t offer 
to: help out the churches. If Bryan has 
not changed on the liquor question it 
is the only thing on which he has not 
changed his opinion. He had a liquor 
plank in his pocket for the Denver 
convention, but it never got into the 
platform.”

Mr. Schulte never had changed his 
banking methods since he opened his 
private institutfon three decades ago 
and he was considered sound as a gold 
dollar.

Co., who operate several banks in this

If Free From Defect Public 
Hearing Will Be Recom- 
mended. 








O'REILLY IS SNUBBED 





Council Unanimously Rejects 
Plan for Him to Con- 
trol Engineer. 





Capt. G. R. Iwkesh of the United 
States Engineer’s office, said Wednesday 
that he expected te receive thig week 
the plans for the free bridge, to be 
sent to him by the War Department of- 
ficers, to whom they were mailed by 
President O’Reilly of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements. 

He will examine the plans, and if they 

are found free from serious defect, will 
recommend to the department that a 
public hearing be ordered. This hearing, 
if held, will probably be conducted by 
Col. W. H. Bixby, whe will come here 
from Chicage. Oct. 1. Capt. Lukesh will 
leave at that time. 
The public hearing will give river nav- 
igators and others an opportunity to in- 
dorse or oliject to the proposed lota- 
tion of the bridge and of the piers. 

The officer conducting the hearing will, 
at its close, forward a report to Wash- 
ington, and subsequent approvalor dis- 
approval of the plans will rest with the 
department. 

The hearing, if authorized, will proba- 
bly be held early in October. 


Republibican Agaiust O'Reilly. 
Four Republican votes contributed to 


the Council's unanimous rejection of the 
amendments which the House of Dele- 
gates added to the bill authorizing the 
President of the Board ef Public Im- 
provements to employ an engineer for 
the free bridge. The amendments were 
written by President O'Reilly and gave 
him absolute discretion in the dismissal 
of the engineer. 

Before alteration in the House of Del- 
egates, the bill provided that the Presti- 
dent of thé Board should hire an :en- 
gineer subject to the Mayor’s approval. 

The Council’s adverse action on the 
Hcuse amendments was grounded on 
the opinion of City Counselor Bates, who 
declared them conflicting and impolitic, 
Mr. Bates said that no “self-respecting 
engineer’ would accept the contract un- 
der such precarious tenure. 

Councilman .Al Thomson has intre- 
duced a Dill authorizing the President 
of the Board of Public Improvements to 
call for bids on the contract to build 
the bridge; the lowest and most re- 
sponsible bidder to be employed. The 
measure which was sent to the Munici- 
pal Assembly by Mayor Wells permitted 
the legislators te Ax the engineer's com- 
pensation. This was put at 4 per cent 
of the bridge’s cost—or about $85,000. 


Move to Ask for Bids. 
Councilman Thomsen declined to say 


at whose request he presented his bill 
to the Counofl. It is believed that his 
moasure will find favor in the House 
of Delegates and will become the subject 
of conferences by a joint committee ap- 
pointed by Speaker Conran of the House 
and President Forman of the Conncil. 
The members of this committee are 
Councilmen Moellman, Hauschulte and 
Thomson, and Delegates W. J. Brennan, 
Bourg and Gallagher.

‘and that suffices. Their “sole object is noto- 
riety.” And the worst of it is they are so suc- 
cessful in attaining their egregious object. Con- 
spicuosity and notoriety are so easy for a wealthy 
woman to gain. The distinction of being a real 
lady is not so cheap. That distinction is not 
bounded or defined by any set or social circle. 
But whenever Mrs. Astor or anybody else em-

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PREMIER ASQUITH’S MISTAKE. 

There is good ground for Archbishop Bourne’s 
protest against the Premier Asquith’s interfer- 
ence with the plans for the Catholic procession in 
London last Sunday. 
The ceremony of carrying the Host through the 
Btreets was a capital feature of the occasion. It 
lay close to the heart of every Catholic, contained 
no offense to any reasonable Protestant mind and 
Was not designed to excite any feeling of ani- 
mosity in the breast of any sensible man.

NO. 32—LOUIS XVI AND MARIE ANTOINETTE. 


SIXTEEN-YEAR-OLD French boy and a fourteen-year-old Austrian girl 
A were married in 1771. For years thereafter they were not in the least in 
love. It was only when danger threatened that they became lovers. 

The girl was Marie Antoinette, one of the sixteen children of Marie Theresa, 
Empress of Austria. The boy was Louis, the Dauphin 
France. In 1774 at the death of his grandfather he became King Louis XVI. 

Louls was a short, fat, awkward, goggle-eyed youth, with the manners of 
a ploughman and the brain of a kindergarten child. He would have made 4 
fairly good blacksmith. He made a wretched king. His highest idea of wit was 
te run up behind a servant who was staggering along with an overloaded trunk 
and to tickle him under the arms. Once in a mood of innocent merriment he 
broke with hig cane the back of a pet dog that had ventured too close to him 
and laughed himeelf sick over the poor animal's death struggles. In a court 
whose exquisite grace and courtesy was world famous, this prince, who had 
the grace of an ice wagon and the courtesy of a sick bear, won the title of 
‘The Lubberly Lout,” and was openly laughed at by everyone. Marie Antoin- 
ette had little more sense than her boy-husband. But she was pretty, frivolous 
and vivacious. Incidentally she was heartless, and was 
a delighted meddler in politics (which she did not in the 
least understand). She joined in the ridicule against her 
) lubberly husband. He did not resent this. In fact, he 
) was not, at first, sufficiently interested in his pretty 
" wife to resent anything. He neglected her—not through 
mafice, but stupidity—and left her to amuse herself in the gay court, undis- 
turbed by his companionship. He did not so much as kiss her until after they 
had been married two or three years. ; 

Marie Antoinette, thrown upon her own resources for entertainment, 
launched out in a career of gayety which, while innocent enough, made her de- 
cidedly unpopular. She was an Austrian—and France hated Austria. She was 
fond of romping—and the stiff French court frowned on such breach of etiquette. 
She dressed so gaudily that her mother on receiving her picture sent it back 
with the rebuke: “This is not a princess. It is some actress.’’ At church 
Marie Antoinette wou.d kneel, reading her prayerbook with a reverent attention 
that won her fine reputation for piety—until\it was discevered that the prayer- 
book covers merely nid the pages of a reveldingly improper novel. She knew 
so little of the needs of the people that when she heard that the poor were dy- 
ing for lack of bread she asked: “If they can't get bread, why don’t they eat 
cake?"’ 

Such were the two empty-headed children who, in 1774, were called upon to 
rule France, at a time when that nation’s fortunes required government by the 
wisest of brains and the noblest of hearts. For centuries France had been mis- 
ruled. Yearly the plain people were more and more cruelly taxed to provide 
money for the King and the nobles to throw away in wild extravagance. The 
poor were treated like dogs. Yet, such was their loyalty to the throne that the 
populace at large had endured all this injustice and were prepared to endure 
much more, sooner than to cast down that expensive, useless figurehead known 
as “Royalty.” But Louis XVI had a positive genius for making blunders. His 
wife was perhaps the only person in history who could make worse ones. To- 
gether they formed a combination of criminal] folly that within 14 years robbed 
France of its last traces of loyalty to the throne. It is a mistake to think the 
French people were ripe for revolution when Louis XVI and Marie Antoinette 





‘Came to the throne. They were not. Never had a French King’s accession been 


more gladly hailed. Everyone believed Louis would bring about an era of good 
times. He was almost worshipped by the nation at large. Perhaps no other 
couple on record could so thoreughly have turned this devotion to hatred in so 
short a time. 

Louls and Marie Antoinette grew to be sincerely attached to each other. 
There is no doubt the stupid King learned to worship his vain, foolish wife, 
and to rely on her advice, as had Charies I of England, on that of Henrietta 
Maria.’ And with the same result. When the people grumble: the Queen 
laughed to scorn her husband's vague idea of granting them justice. When 
famine and horrible poverty stalked abroad, it was she who persuaded Louis 
to dismiss such statesmen as were trying to reduce expenses and to enter 

upon new and greater courses of extravagance. 
edi RRC Through his love for Marie Antoinette, more than by 

any other cause, Louls worked out his own destruction. 
For, in 1789, the people rose against tyranny and de- 
stroyed the Bastile Prison, which was that tyranny’s 
| chief symbol. Even then, by listening to wise counsel, 
Louis could have saved his crown and his head. Instead he let himself be guid-

@@ by the Queen and her friends. As a result the French Revolution set in. 


Louis was dethroned, then imprisoned, then beheaded. Marie Antoinette, whom 
the people looked upon as the author of their wrongs, was also cast into 
prison and made to suffer such indignities that her hair turned white. A less 
romantic cause for this sudden whitening of the Queen's hair is suggested by 
historians, who say that in prison she could procure none of the hair dye by 
which she had hitherto fought off this sign of premature old age. On Oct. 16, 
1798, Marie Antoinette was beheaded. 

This Queen has been idealized as a martyr and denounced as vile. As a 
matter of fact, she was merely a silly, heartless, vain woman, who paid heav-
